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Lonp Derby’s assurance in his speech at the Mer- 
chant Tailors’ Hall that he and the great Conservative 
party would, out of, as in, office continue to give 
their constant and anxious services to their sovereign 
and their country”—will be hailed with satisfaction 
by all those who have a due regard for the honor and 
the welfare of the British Empire. At no period 
were the services of a patriotic opposition more ur- 
gently called for. Every succeeding day demon- 
strates more forcibly the difficulty of maintaining 
union amongst the discordant elements which form 
the misnamed Liberal Party, and the desperate ex- 
pedients that must be resorted to in order to estab- 
lish a Government which may be sufficiently strong 
to carry on the business of the country. As one of 
their own Journals candidly expresses it “ Nothing 
but the closest political attachment can prevent the 
disintegration of the Liberal Party.” 

It is obvious that cordial unanimity amongst the 
members of any party is essential to its existence, 
and that to preserve its integrity, personal fe>lings 
and petty differences should be abandoned, but 
with respect to the present aspirants to office, such a 
compromise would be insufficient. Let the recon- 
ciliation between the rival Leaders of Liberalism be 
ever so complete, and the most cordial unanimity 
characterise their personal and political relations, 
there must be a further compromise, a compromise 
not only of opinion but of principle. 

It will not be difficult to show that such is the 
case. Every one admits that in the face of 
the present formidable Opposition, a Liberal 
Government is impossible without the support 
of the Manchester party. The question is, on what 
terms is that support to be obtained. The political 
principles of Lord Palmerston and Mr. Bright are 
so diametrically in opposition on the most vital 
points, that fusion between them is impossible—one 
must give way to the other; either Lord Palmerston 
or Mr. Bright must abjure his political creed--- 
who will prove the Renegade ? we will do Mr. Bright 
the justice to say that we believe he will not. His 
course has at least been straightforward and honest. 
His objects have ever been manfully and consistently 
avowed, even to his own hurt. He may stoop but 
he will never yield, he may pause, but he will never 
diverge from his path, he may accept concession, but 
he will make none---he may stimulate moderation, 
but he will do so merely to further more surely the 
interests of Democracy. 

The history of Ireland will teach us how Whig 
Governments will deal with such a man. Mr. Bright 
is to Lord Palmerston what O'Connell was to Lord 
Melbourne, dangerous but indispensable. A cerberus 
at the portal of office to be feared and propitiated. 
The results of the Litchfield House compact will not 
be easily forgotten in this country. Repeal was, in- 
deed, disavowed, but the apostle of Repeal became a 
power in the state, and while his opinions were openly 
and loudly reprobated the patronage and destinies of 
Ireland were placed at his disposal. The Whigs of 
those days may have possibly indulged the hope that 
dazzled by such concessions, the great demagogue 
might not only be conciliated but converted. 

If it were so, subsequent events have proved how 
futile was the effort to effect a modification of extreme 
opinions, and how perilous it is to dally or coquet 
with the holders of them. O'Connell flung the 
Whigs aside when he thought his hour was come. 
The stream was dammed not dried up, and Repeal 
followed by rebellion burst upon this country with a 
fury that threatened the integrity of the British Em- 
pire, and blighted the prosperity of Ireland for years 
yet to come. 

Let the people of England take timely warning by 
one example. This unholy alliance with revolutionary 
leaders will (if effected) prove as disastrous to their 
country as it did to ours in years gone by. We en- 
tertain a hope that such a calamitous compact may yet 
be frustrated, that the gloomy forbodings of Mr. Roe- 
buck may not be realized; and that in the scramble for 
political supremacy “ Poor England will not be forgot- 
ten.” But if she be, then let her look for safety to the 
chivalrous patriotism of a truc statesman ; and a party 
who postpone theirown to public interests, and who 
even in the bitter hour of defeat have resolved to 
“Give their anxious services to their sovereign and 
their country.”

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views as to the Foreign-office, Lord John, we are given 
to understand, expressed a strong opinion that it was his 
own proper place in the Cabinet. No doubt there is 
much to be said for this o even though it 
might be natural Lord John Russell should feel it more 
than others. Differences had to be made up with Lord 
Palmerston, and those differences have been c upon 
foreign affairs. If the Premiership is to be divided be- 
tween two men, itcan only be by making one Premier 
and the other Foreign Secretary, the posts being identi- 
cal, we believe, in all other European administrations. 
In the present state of affairs there is no prospect of a 
serious disagreement, as the two statesmen are entirely 
agreed on Italian affairs. Lord John Russell has not 
yet had the opportunity of showing a skill in diplomacy 
at all in proportion to the strengh of his convictions, 
but no one doubts his great talents, his industry, 
and his patriotism. If the matter is to go by desert, 
there is not an Englishman with better claims to stand 
forward at this moment as the representative of his 
country; and till Lord John has had a trial it is unfair 
to suspect his especial fitness for the post. Lord Pal- 
merston could not but assent to theclaim. He had only 
to state to Lord Clarendon the condition which Lord 
John Russell had attached to his support, and Lord 
Clarendon immediately withdrew all pretensions to the 
office, admitted the superior merits of Lord John 
Russell, and promised all the aid he could give to the 
Government as a private member of the House of Peers. 

It is no impeachment of Lord John Russell’s discre- 
tion to observe that he has selected the most arduous 
post in the world, and that he is the man in whose case 
its difficulties assume the most formidable character. 
Lord John Russell has long been “ the friend of Italy.” 
Other statesmen have taken up particular grievances, 
and exposed the iniquities of this or that Italian court; 
but Lord John Russell is the man of all others to whom 
Italians look for the accomplishment of their hopes. 
For this purpose, moreover, he has to accept and to aid 
the services of a deliverer who is under the greatest 
temptation to confound his personal interests with 
those of the race he befriends. Should Napoleon 
Ill, become master of that Peninsula which 
so many of his predecessors have overrnn with 
their armies he will have to exercise a forbearance 
almost more than is in man. He will have to 
control not only his own ambitious instincts, which 
may be easy enough, but also the demands of a great 
nation, which, having made great sacrifices, expects 
great rewards. The moral glory of liberating Italy from 
a foreign and ungenial master may adorn, and even 
strengthen the throne of an Emperor. But will it satisfy 
France, and the numerous officers who are slowly fight- 
ing their way from obscurity to fame, from poverty to 
competence,'from plebeian nothingness to a noble position ? 
If every Italian victory is to produce its Duke of Ma- 
genta, where is the patrimony that is to endow these 
magnificent titles? When Monarchs run away and leave 
their crowns in the gutter, may not the man who finds them 
make some use of the baubles? Then, too, what is good 
for Italy? Should she want a foreign lord of more kindred 
genius, and, indeed, of the same blood, where is she to 
find one? Republics, States federations, municipalities, 
are all dreams ; the only reality is the man who holds an 
army in leash and can launch it| on a continent; who 
not only liberates cities, but can keep them at his will. 
It is imposible but that they who are about Napoleon 
III. should take care that these considerations have 
due weight with him. But how will Lord John Russell 
meet the first symptons of this insidious. ambition ? 
Lord Palmerston is the friend of the French alliance. 
This he will maintain as long as possible, and renounce 
it only when it is incompatible with the honour of his 
country. If we are to judge from private life, 
nothing is so easy as to foster a friendship or to 
neglect it,—to use it or dispense with it,—to sus- 
pend or resume it after a fashion. Lord Palmerston, 
too, can do these things with much grace. Lord John, 
on the contrary, has to deal with what has ever been 
felt the hardest of tasks. He has to assist at the deli- 
verance and development of a great race ; he has to 
preserve it from friends as well as from foes; he has 
to teach it independence as well as freedom ; self-go- 
vernment as well as revolt. This, too, he has to do 
under obstacles and surrounded by illusions. If he fails 
the failure will have a place in the world’s grandest 
annals. “To Lord John Russell all this may be a slight 
affair ; but he may fail, nevertheless. For his own sake 
and the sake of his country, we trust he will find his 
work easier than his former experiments in diplomacy. 
Easier it may be, because he may be now wiser. Other- 
wise this is the turning point of Lord John Russell's 
career. 

The Morning Star on the formation of a new ministry

After the confident expectations which huve been held 
out that a satisfactory list of intments for the new

Per- 
sonal claims have been spontaneously waived in order 
that the best arrangements may be carried out to 
give strength and public confidence to the new 
Administration. Sir James Graham does not 
accept office, which, in an administrative point 
of view, is undoubtedly to be regretted, but he 
will cordially support the new Ministry. The 
Duke of Argyll and Mr. Labouchere both express 
their wish not to be allowed to stand in the way of ap- 
pointments likely to give a wider basis to the Govern- 
ment, as representing the great body of the Liberal 
party. The difficulties may now be considered as over, 
and before the day on which the new writs can be issued, 
every arrangement will be completed for giving to the 
country an Administration from which it may be antici- 
pated reform and efficiency at home, and a prudent and 
dignified policy abroad.

The whole 
of the troops who came home from India in the Eastern 
Monarch have been supplied with’a free kit by order of the 
Government, and it is understood that the personal losses of 
the men by the burning of the ship will also be made good to 
them.

also, the cost of provisions, &c., at certain stations abroad 
having been higher than was contemplated, 4th, Note 12.— 
Certain works of an important character which were ordered

included in the Estimates. As the above expenditure in 
excess could not have been foreseen when the Estimates, 
1857—58, were prepared, the services for which it was in- 
curred being urgent, the supplemental vote of £1,050,000 
was granted in aid of the deficiencies in question.

Two Vererans.—General Gerard Gosselin died on Sa- 
turday last at his seat in Kent at the advanced age of 90 years 
having survived the death of his venerable brother, Admiral 
Thomas Le Marchant Gosselin, about two years, the gallant 
Admiral having died at a great age. The late General was 
one of the senior generals on the Army List. He entered 
the army as far back as November, 1780. According to 
Hart's records of his services—" General Gosselin com- 
manded a brigade on the expedition against Genoa under 
Lord W. Bentinck, and on its capture was appointed Com- 
mandant there until the peace with France. Subsequently 
he commanded a brigade im the American war, and was pre- 
sent at the attack on and capture of Castine on the Penobscot.” 
The late officer's commissions bore date as follows :—Ensign, 
November 29, 1780; Lieutenant, January 6. 1791 ; Captain, 
June 8, 1794; Major, June 15, 1794; Lieutenant-Col., January 
1, 1800; Colonel, July 23, 1810; Major-General, June 41813 ;

18, 1841. Major-General David Macadam, R.M., expired 
on Friday, at Edinburgh. The gallant deceased had been 54 
years in the Royal Marines, and had greatly distinguished 
himself in his professional career.

Their lordships this morning delivered judgment in the 
above case, which had been tried before the Chief Justice at 
the last Spring Assizes for the King’s County. The case 
came before the court to shew cause against a conditional 
order obtained by the plaintiff that the verdict had for the 
defendent should be set aside, and a verdict entered for the 
plaintiff, pursuant to leave reserved by the court, or that a 
new trial should be ted on the ground of misdirection on 
the part of the learned judge. Theactionwas an ejectment on the 
title. The original title of the plaintiff, was a lease for lives 
renewable for ever, vested in his father, previous to the year 
1795. In that year a marriage settlement was made, by 
which the plaintiff's father was made a tenant for life, with 
leasing powers, which it was alleged could not empower him 
to grant the lease relied on by the defendant. This lease was 
made to the father of the defendant. At the trial, the 
plaintiff proved a deed of appointment, bearing date 
1885, (pursuant to the power in the settlement whereby 
the estates were vested in the nt plaintiff.) and a 
notice to quit. The case of the plaintiff was, that at the 
time of the making of the marriage settlement in 1795, his 
father was seized of the estates for lives renewable for ever, 
and that by the settlement he was made tenant for life, with 
remainder to his issue. He then proved the power 
of appointment vesting the titlle in himself, and 
that the lease relied on by the defendant was not 
such a one as his fathcr could have made within the terms of 
that settlement. The defendant gave evidence to show a 
lease of 1826, for three lives, or 81 made to his father, 
and one of these lives was that of the defendant himself. The 
principal questions on the trial was whether or not the set- 
thement had been registered according to the requirements of 
the Registry Act. 

Their lordships in giving judgment decided that the deed 
of settlement was not ered pursuant to the terms of 
the statute.

FLORENCE. 

A Florence letter in the Nord says : 

“Part of the French troops have gone towards the 
frontier of Pistola, and are shurtly to. be followed by 
Prince Napoleon, The Tuscan army itself is about to 
enter on a campaign. All traces of disorder have dis- 
appeared. The soldiers who were condemned by cour- 
martial have had their lives spared. The horse gen- 
darmerie are to act as guides to Prince Napoleon. All, 
in a word, are ardently preparing to rivalise in discipline 
and efforts with our generous allies. The presence at 
Modena of the Archduke Ferdinand of Tuscany has been 
severely censured. If the object of this step, which can 
with difficulty be explain be to excite divisions 
amongst us, the young prince will not succeed, fur our 
country is unanimously agreed that before all we must 
ocucpyjourselves with putting out the Austrians, without 
meddling in the question as to the form of government 
to be reserved to us.” 


SAXONY. 

The extraordinary session of the Diet of Saxony was 
closed on Saturday, in the name of the King, by the 
Minister of State, Baron de Beust. “The King,” said 
the Minister, “ will continue, without allowing himself 
to be moved by events, to accomplish his duties as a 
German Prince; and he confidently counts on the support 
of the Saxon people in defending his rights.” 


A Madrid journal refers to the subject of the fortifica- 
tions of Gibraltar, which the English are strengthening, 
it says, on the land side as well as on the sea; and it 
insists that the Spanish government, on its part, ought 
to build fortifications to protect the town of San Roque, 
which is manaced by them. It, however, makes the 
following odd statement:—*“ After all, the batteries of 
the rock of Gibraltar are more menacing than dangerous, 
for the rock itself will fall down on the first discharge of 
the guns, owing to the profound caverns in its flanks; 
and the smoke alone will suffocate the artiilerymen !” 
Several English ships of the line had, it is said, arrived 
at Gibraltar, and had anchored there. 

HAMBURG. 

The Hamburg Correspondent says :— 

“ The following is a passage in the reply of Hanover 
to the Prussian protest :—‘ The Royal Government of 
Hanover, while reserving its right of initiative, as esta- 
blished by the laws which constitute the Confederation 
and the regulations ofthe Diet, is well disposed to give 
place to Prussia when she shall express her intention to 
make propositions relative to the military action of the 
Diet in the present action between Austria and France, 
and to allow the Prussian government to present these 
propositions, in case that government should announce 
its wish to do so.’ ” 


THE BRITISH TROOPS IN INDIA. 

A remarkable letter appears in the Times of to-day, 
containing an account of an incipient mutiny among 
the English troops in India. According to the writer's 
account, the clause in the India bill which provided 
that the civil and military servants of the Company 
should be transferred to the service of the Crown, has 
given great offence to many of the LMuropean regi- 
ments. These had been enlisted in the Company’s ser- 
vice, and the indignity, it would seem, of being turned 
over to the new government without having their 
wishes consulted in any way, is what has been the chief 
grievance :— 

“ Lord Clyde felt considerable sympathy with the men. 

He knew that there is no man who ‘ stands on his rights’ 
with such tenacity as the British soldier—that he in- 
sists with all respect, but with great firmness, on being 
heard by his superiors when he has matter of com- 
plaint. But at the same time it was necessary to 
maintain discipline. Lord Clyde directed the various 
officers in command to inform the men who complained 
of the tranfer that their complaints would be submitted 
to government, and their demands for re-enlistment with 
a fresh bounty, or a discharge, should be laid before the 
authorities of the Crown, but that meantime they must 
do their duty, and that any neglect of it would be pun- 
ished in the usual manner. This occured in the month 
of last November. The men appeared to be satisfied, 
and were sanguine that a new bounty would be awarded 
to them. 
“Ina short time, however “the old feeling came on 
again, and “at Meerut, an ill-omened name, between 
the Ist and 5th of May, events had occurred of such 
a character as to induce Lord Clyde to leave Simla 
in order to repair to the scene of the disorders, 
The men implicated in the mutinous demon- 
stration belong to Tomb’s famous troop of 
Bengal Horse Artillery and to the 2d European 
Light Cavalry, which are stationed at Meerut 
with a Royal Field Battery, her Majesty’s 75th Regi- 
ment, andother troops. On Saturday morning, April 
30, a meeting of the men of these corps was held ata 
small village a mile beyond the artillery parade ground 
at Meernt, at which it was proposed that the artillery 
should take their guns and horses away and not give 
them up till all their grievances were redressed. ‘hiey 
said : * Why should those who joinedus from differdnt 
regiments receive their bounty while it is refused to us ? 
If we are Queen’s troops why give the bounty to one and 
refuse it to another ? 

“A review of the F. Troop Royal Horse Artillery 
was ordered for Monday morning as a pretence to get 
out the guns should they be wanted, and the 75th 
Regiment would be mustered at the usual hour on 
Monday morning, the 2nd of May, and at five o'clock 
a.m. (parade time) none of the Bengal Artillery, except 
Captain Cox’s company, and I believe half of Tomb's 
troop, with a very few non-commissioned officers and 
men. turned out. The offieers went to the men’s room, 
and in about an hour succeeded in prevailing upon the 
men to fall in on parade. The general and brigadier 
then harangued the men of Tomb’s troop of Bengal 
Horse Artillery. After having endeavoured, in the 
plainest manner, and most kindly, to explain to the men 
their fault, General Bradford called on all who would 
serve the Queen to step to the front. As one man the 
old soldiers of the division stepped out; a second’s 
hesitation, and some men of average services followed, 
the remainder — about one third — stood fast; they 
were disarmed and marched to their barracks. They 
were ordered to remain in their barracks, but, to use a 
common , the General “might as well have 
talked toa brick,” and about nine or ten o'elock that 
night some of them left their lines. They were called in 
next morning, all being quiet. During Tuesday, nothing 
occurred except the capture of a solitary Light Cavalry 
man in the Artillery Barracks, who was made a prisoner

THE COLLEGE HISTORICAL SOCIETY. 
The concluding meeting for the session of the members 
this society was held last evening, in the College 
ini in presence oí a very numerons amforpy, at 

when the chair was tak n by 
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those who undertook to present ion to minds were 
capable of imparting that instruction. Let the Press of 
the country be elevated by making it a profession wor- 
thy of educated minds; and he (the Lord Chancellor) 
said it was a profession worthy of such minds in the 
country. He said that the profession ofthe Press was one 
of the most powerful institutions of the country ; and he 
looked forward with the greatest anxiety to see that pro- 
fession elevated in every way, and the men connected with 
it penetrated by a high moral tone. Talking of the moral 
opinions of the country, there was no fear that they 
were all going to be shattered by democracy. He did 
not dreac democracy provided it were enlightened and 
intelligent. The true remedy, as he said before, for all 
the evils feared in consequence of its progress was the 
education of the people through the medium of the Press. 
It was a law of nature that the many should be assisted 
in thought by the intelligence of the few, and, therefore, 
he looked upon every young man in that University 
with hope, because he would go out in his future life to 
radiate intelligence wherever he went. Every clergy- 
man, every schoolmaster, every man connected with 
a newspaper, educated there, had a connexion with 
that University which never ceased, and which per- 
haps, often reflected to its honour and reputa- 
tion. The profession of journalism was, in more 
than one respect, amongst the highest and most ho- 
nourable, as was testified by the position occupied by the 
contributors to the Times- He had himself known an 
instance in whicha gentleman received an annuity of £50 
for life from that journal for a single article which he had 
written. The immense influence which that journal ex- 
ercised was appreciated by all. The Times not only led, 
but as frequently followed, public opinion. It was cus- 
tomary for them to throw out a single article as a kind 
of feeler, and by means of the extensive agencies in its 
command to ascertain whether that article reflected or 
was opposed to public opinion, and so adhere to or 
abandon the views expressed in it. He was happy to 
bear his testimony to what had been said that night about 
the progress of Ireland. Hecould look back to the period 
when he came to that University, and he recollected well 
how bitter was then the sectarian feeling of the country, 
Could they then have heard the discussion to which they 
listened that evennig with the same freedom, kind feeling, 
candour, and impartiality,—the reference back to the 
independent days of Irelnnd on the one hand, and the 
more steady opinions expressed by his friend Mr. Fitz- 
gibbon on the other ? Such subjects and opinions could 
not have been broached when he (the Lord Chancellor) 
came to the University. The opinions of every one were 
liable to modification in the course of time, and by the 
operation of events and the gradual development of 
new ideas and modes of thought. He would be ashamed 
to stand there towards the close of a somewhat length- 
ened career, ifhe were not prepared to admit that many of 
his earlier opinions had been greatly changed in the course 
oftime. Within the last fifteen months he had felt the diffi- 
culty of dealing withacountry largely divided in religious 
and political opinions, in having to deal impartially with all, 
and he would add that in those {fifteen months he had 
not elicited one unkind word—he had not received one 
unfriendly censure. He had endeavoured to act justly 
and equitably, and he should own that he was proud to 
say he had got from all classes in the country a reward 
for his efforts (cheers). He did not adopt the indictment 
of Mr. Fitzgibbon against the Press. Let them judge it 
as they would wish themselves to be judged, judge it as 
a whole, and he ventured to say it would be found that 
when the general interests of the country were at stake 
the general Press was neither selfish nor ineffective 
(hear, hear). When he reflected upon the intelligence, and 
the warm-heartedness, and the noble, generous feelings 
with which Irishmen were so largely-gifted, he could not 
but think that there was a great day in store for Ire- 
land when education went forth (hear, hear). Rut 
there should be full freedom for truth, and truth could 
only be secured by freedom ; and it was only in propor- 
tion as they had enlightenment and education diffused 
that freedom would develop itself. He did hope that he 
might be still of some assistance in solving that great 
question of all others, perhaps the most important to the 
country—namely, the education of those classes between 
the middle and the lower classes,—in extending to all 
comprised within that circle the advantages of know- 
ledge, He repeated that he would deny no means of 
extending knowledge ; he would not cramp or repress 
them; but he would endeavour, wherever he could to 
use all existing instrumentalities for the purpose of cir- 
culating good and sound opinions. From that University 
the great centre of education, the heart of the country, 
as he might call it, the life-blood should flow through 
the length and breadth of the laud, and enrich them 
with freedom, with truth, with social prosperity, and 
social happiness (cheers). 

This terminated the oroceedings, and the audieuce

ROLLS COURT. 
The Earl of Kingston v. J. M. Cantwell. 

This was a petition to compel the respondent to give an 
inspection of the papers necessary for the prosecution of the 
suits of Ki ve. Sadieir and Sadleir ». Kingston, and 
to allow the solicitor for itioner to retain such of 
said papers as he deem requisite for the purpose 
of his client. The petition also prayed that the 
respondent should furnish a detailed statement of 
his costs, showing expenditure and credits, within one month 
of such time as the court might direct, forfeiting all claim to 
costs. The main facts of the case appeared, from the affida- 
vits and the statements of counsel, to be these:—In July 
1854, the petitioner, the Earl of Kingston, applied to the 
respondent, Mr. J. M. Cantwell, to become his solicitor 
in the causes of Kingston . Sadlier. The litigation 
in these cases had commenced in 1849, and was of 
a most complex and difficult character, havi refer- 
ence to the accounts of more than one thousand on 
the Earl of Kington’s estates, and involving sums, which, 
in the gross, amounted to half a million sterling. Al h 
the proceedings were going on from 1849, no really effective 
step had been taken up to 1854, when the petitioner solicited 
the respondent to act for him. An agreement was entered 
into by which the petitioner was to farnish all the outlay re- 
quired in the prosecution of the suits, the respondent allowing 
his legitimate profits as solicitor to be secured by a policy for 
£2,000 on the life of the petitioner, who was to

Mr. William Henry deposed that he had been intimately 
acquainted with the deceased, who expressed to him his be- 
lief that he was affected with disease of the heart, and that he 
thought his state of health was such as rendered it probable 
tbat he would be carried off suddenly. Some time ago, in 
consequence of the serious illness of Judge Plunket—the other 
Judge of the Court of Bankruptcy and Insolvencv—the 
entire duties of the court devolved upon the deceased, 
who said to witness in reference to this circumstance, that 
he had no doubt but that his health suffered considerably 
from the extraordinary duty thereby thrown upon him; de 
ceased mentioned to witness about three weeks ago, that 
he believed he was suffering from disease of the heart. 
The Coroner said he did not think it necessary to have a 
post mortem examination. 

The jury found that the deceased was found dead in his 
bed on the morning of the 15th inst., and that he died of dis- 
ease of the heart.

‘er past six, the Emperor Napoleon IIL., and his Majesty 
Vittorio Kmanuele, entered the city at the Porta Ver- 
“illina, followed by a most brilliant staff, and were met 
by the provisional government, and the other city 
authorities, with the civic band and upwards of 
20,000 citizens, who greeted their Majesties with the 
most enthusiastic cheers, the ladies even, at this hour of 
the morning, were up and dressed in their best, and 
erected their Majesties with the warmest cheers, waving 
of handkerchiefs, and showering down upon their heads 
thousands of bouquets, which covered the streets 
through Which the The Emperor has selected 
the Palazzo della Ville during the few hours he remains 
here, and which was recently the residence of Radetzky, 
and formerly the temporary residence of the Emperor 
Napoleon I, The King has taken up his residence at 
the house of the Marquis Busca. Immediately after 
their Majesties marched a corps of about 20,000 Pied- 
montese antl French, and certainly a finer set of fellows, 
especially the cavalry, it would be impossible to see in 
the army of any other country. 

‘The commotion at the present moment in Milan is 
heyond all description, and the people from the country, 
are flocking into the city in thousands. The Corso, at 
the moment I write (10 o'clock), is so densely crowded, 
waiting for their Majesties, who are going to the Duomo, 
where a 7e Deum is to be sung, that it is impossible to 
move, and from nearly all the windows is suspended 
tapestry of various colours.

Up to this hour, 5 o’clock, their Majesties have not 
gone to the Duomo, and the Corso is still crowded with 
clegantly dressed persons, in the hope that the Té Deum 
will be at 5 o’clock.

The Emperor Alexander has expressed 
nm ion to remain neutral. His Majesty was not 
only anxious that this expression of his intentions should 
be credited in Europe, but he has shown a still more 
anxious desire that the Sultan of Turkey should 
believe in his professions, and also in his 
friendly intentions towards the Ottoman empire. 
The Russian General Milikoff arrived in Constantinople 
more than a month ago, with the avowed mission of con- 
veying the Chief Patriarch of the Armenian Church to 
Eitchmiazin, in Russian Georgia, which is the antique 
see of the venerable head of that religion. General Mi- 
likoff was the bearer of a letter from the Emperor Alex- 
ander to the Sultan, containing professions of friendship 
and offers of service. This letter was delivered secretly 
to the ruler of the Ottoman empire by a person whose 
office brings him into occasional contact with his Ma- 
jesty. A short time before the Grand Cross of a Russian 
Order had been bestowed upon the Sultan (Mehemet 
Ali Pasha), upon Nedjib Pasha, and upon other high 
Turkish functionaries, and a large present in money was 
sent by the Cabinet of St. Petersburgh to Riza Pasha, 
the Minister of War. Presents of different kinds were 
also sent from the same source to the different officials 
at the Porte. That the Emperor Alexander's letter to 
the Sultan, and the well-timed gifts by which it was 
preceeded and acaccompanied, produced the effect de- 
sired by the Cabinet of St. Petersburg, will be plainly 
seen by the following facts copied from an official do- 

cument. 

“ At Tophana, close to the water-side, is a handsome 
kiozque, where the Sultan occasionally comes to enjoy 
the view on one side of the Golden Horn, with its 
crowd of shipping, amidst which steamers and caiques, 
filled with motly groups, thread their way; and on the 
other side the picturespue market place, with its mosque, 
its gilded fountains, and its trafficking multitude, clad 
in nearly every new costume in Europe and Asia 
Abdul Medjid Khan, departing from the $stern pride 
of his predecessors, will here come and wait the arrival 
of the Grand Duke Constantine. The Sultan, in his 
state uniform, will meet the Grand Duke at the foot 
steps leading to the kiozque, and taking him by the 
hand, will lead him to the audience chamber. 

“ A force of artillery has been ordered to perform the 
usual military honours. The Grand Duke will be pre- 
sent at an entertainment given in the Im Theatre, 
in which the corps de ballet of odalisks will take part. 
A {banquet will be given by the Sultan in honor of the 
Grand Duke, to which the Turkish Ministers and the 
chiefs of the diplomatic corps will be invited. 

“ Four carriages, richly gilt, and painted in the Ori- 
ental style, have been built expressly by order of the 
Porte for the Grand Duke. Four other es of a 

lainer description have been prepared for his suite.

“ The palace formerly inhabited by Reschid Pacha at 
Emerghian and the kiosque of Tophana are destined as 
residences for the Grand Duke and his suite.

THE NEW ATLANTIC TELEGRAPH. 

At last the long pending question as to the probability 
of telegraphic communication being established between 
this country and America seems in a fair way of being 
settled. W hile the old Atlantic Telegraph Company has 
been wasting the money of the shareholders, and seeking 
preposterous conditions from the Government, to 
guarantee them from the evils of their own scientific mis- 
management, a new company have been quietly formed 
under the best auspices, and, without troubling the Go- 
vernment about subsidies or anything else, have care- 
fully matured their plans with such foresight and delibe- 
ration as to lead the electrical world to look forward 
confidently to a successful solution of this great 
submarine enterprise. The British Transatlantic 
Telegraph Company propose, within this year if 
possible, to lay their cable from the Land’s-end, in 
Cornwall, to Blanc Sablon, an island in the 
Straits of Belle Isle, at one of the entrances of the Guif 
of St. Lawrence, and a little to the north of Newfound- 
land. A short wire, to be laid by a separate company, 
takes the cable in from Blanc Sablon to the Island of 
Anticosti where it meets lines already open, communi- 
cating with Quebec, Montreal, and, indeed, all parts of 
Canada. Another short line from Anticosti will be 
submerged to Cape Breton, where it will join the net- 
work of lines which communicate with Halifax, Nova 
Scotia, Boston, New York, &c, The advantages which 
such a route presents over one starting from the west 
coast of Ireland are immense, both in point of economy 
and freedom from the submarine dangers which beset the 
track from Valentia to Newfoundland. In the first place, 
the average depth of the entire route is supposed to be 
less, while by starting from Land’s-end the steep range 
of submarine mountains on the coast of Ireland, on 
which the Atlantic telegraph was so carelessly lost, 
is entirely avoided. On the Atlantic side, the lines 
not being hampered with such preposterous conditions 
for messages as those which would check their trans- 
mission over Newfoundland, the tariff for their re-trans- 
mission will be less than one-half of what would be 
charged it sent by the American Company from St. 
John’s, while the line, being all submerged, is, of course, 
less exposed to injury than in crossing the almost un- 
explored wilds of Newfoundland. On this side of the 
water the advantages of having the terminus at Land’s- 
end are almost greater. The increased distance is very 
little over 150 miles ; but a message arriving at Land’s- 
end is transmitted direct to its destination at a small 
cost, while the cost from Valentia is much greater, and 
the message itself has to be re-transmitted always four 
times, and sometimes oftener. If it merely avoided the 
necessity of messages coming from America to London 
being first known at Liverpool, where by the Irish route 
they must be transmitted, the gain to merchants by a 
Land’s-end terminus would be most important. 

From the hour that the scheme for spanning the At- 
lantic with a telegraph wire was first mooted, we have 
again and again advocated, in the strongest terms, 
the necessity for using a light cable, and, 
above, all for doing away with the outer covering 
of spiral wire. How the old Atlantic Company pro- 
ceeded all the world knows. They made a cable which, 
it was publicly known, could not answer its purpose, 
and, as if to take away even the theoretical chances of 
its success, the two halves, by the neglect of their en- 
gineer, were spirally coated with wire, with the twist of 
each coil running in a different direction. These wires, 
which were really only additional weight, were supposed 
to give strength, and necessitated the costly and destruct- 
ive es ying out machines, which were designed 
y Charles Bright, and which, under that engineer’s 
management, eventually proved the ruin of the whole 
plan. However, we must do the old company the jus- 
tice to say that, having now lost all their money, they 
at last see their error, and that there is as little chance of

IsnAnITEp Hovuses.—It appears by a parliamentary 
return issued yesterday, at the instance of Sir G. C.

How Piceoxs are Cavcut,—lIt is estimated that 
20,000 dollars worth of wild pigeons are caught in Essex 
County, Mass., every season. As they sell for about one 
dollar a dozen this makes the number caught about a 
quarter of a million. ‘The Salem (Mass.) Observer gives 
this account of the way they are caught :—* The pigeons 
are attracted to particular parts of the wood by the 
strewing of grain in open spaces cleared of brushwood 
for the purpose. In this way they are not only tolled 
around the spot where traps are to be set and familiar- 
ized with the grouud, but are fattened well before being 
taken. They are fed for some time previous to the spread- 
ing of the nets. When a sufficient number have congrega- 
ted to make it worth while to entrap them, their grain is 
saturated with whiskey, which steals, away their 
silly brains, as it does silly men’s brains, and they 
become willing stupified victims of the trappers. The 
net is set in such a way that, by the use of young 
saplings for drawing springs, it is made to jump over 
the dense flock of fuddled pidgeons gathered in front 
of it; and when they attempt to rise, they are entangled 
in the meshes. The pigeons, we are told, when enticed 
by the grain and whiskey, will huddle together in a 
compact mass, as if for the special convenience and 
gratification of tbe trapper. When once caught in the 
net, they thrust their heads through the meshes; and 
the trapper, by a certain pressure on the neck, kills 
them one after another with great rapidity, and with 
more — ' of touch than tenderness of feeling.
